Commons Votes Power: 


Lords May Amend, But 
Final Adoption Sure 


LONDON, Oct. 19.—(4)—Com- 
mons voted today to give Prime 
Minister Attlee’s Labor govern- 
ment authority to continue sweep- 
ing wartime economic controls for 
five years, despite Conservative ob- 
jections that the powers would 
make parliament “nothing more 
than a reichstag.” 

The Labor party scored a vic- 
tory of 199 to 108. 

Conservatives argued the rigid 
controls would be unprecedented 
in England’s peacetime history, 
but Home Secretary James Chuter 
Ede asserted: 

“We believe we are entering 
upon an even greater war —a war 
against ignorance, poverty and dis- 
ease—and we are determined to 
conduct that war with all the re- 
sources that this house places at 
our disposal.” 

The bill will go to the house of 
lords, where amendments may be 
referred back to commons, but to- 
day’s passage was tantamount to 
adoption.

For All by Senate Committee 


Committee Favors 
Aid to Servicemen 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(UP)—The Senate Finance 


Committee tonight completed 
relief measure for 1946 with 


action on a $5,629,000,000 tax 
last-minute changes including 


a five per cent cut in all individual income tax payments, 


and relief to service personnel. 
The 5 per cent’ represents ation in income taxes—a discount 


discount taken after the tax 
computed. It is in addition to the 
increased exemptions and reduced 
surtax rates previously approved 
by the committee. 

The senate group previously had 
voted to retain the 3 per cent nor- 
mal income tax but to grant $500 
exemptions to the taxpayer for 
each of his dependents. The pres- 
ent normal tax exemption is $500 
for the taxpayer only. It also had 
approved a 3 per cent reduction 
in surtax rates on individual in- 
comes. 

The committee also conferred 
new benefits on corporations, but 
ignored any change in the excise 
tax setup. 

GREATER RELIEF 

When it finished, the committee 
had a bill that offered $279,000,000 
more relief than the measure ap- 
proved by the house last week 
and $279,000,000 more than the 
treasury had recommended. 

In its final form, the committee 
bill would grant individuals about 
$2,648,000,000 in tax relief next 
year and cut corporate taxes by 
$2,841 ,000,000. 

Repeal of the $5 automobile use 
tax next July 1, previously ap- 
proved, would save motorists 
$140,000,000. 

After a morning session devot- 
ed to approving three tax relief 
measures for war veterans, the 
committee approved in its final 
drafting session: 

1. A straight 5 per cent reduc-

Those actions, added to previ- 
ously approved outright. repeal of 
the wartime excess profits taxes 
at a saving of $2,555,000,000, will 
bring corporation benefits under 
the senate bill to a total of $2,- 
841,000,000. This is $953,000,000 
more than business would receive 
from the house measure giving 
it $1,888,000,000 relief. 

The relief granted by the sen- 
ate group was a surprise since 
early committee sentiment had 
been against exceeding the $5,000,-

16-Day-Old 
Tot Answers 
Dad's Plea

To make the last few hours of 
a dying sailor happy, military and 
governmental red tape was swept 
aside last night to bring to his 


side his 16-day-old baby daugh- 
ter whom he had never seen, and 
his pretty young wife. 

A Navy twin-engined Beech- 
craft took off from the Atlanta 
Naval Air Station at 7:30 p. m. 
last night bearing the precious 
cargo—20-year-old Mrs. William 
Joseph Morrow and her baby, 
Sharyn Raye. They. landed four 
hours later at Floyd Bennett Field 
and were rushed to the Navy hos- 
pital in the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
where Sailor Morrow lies suc- 
cumbing to a disease that resulted 
from battle wounds. 

Thursday the boyish sailor took 
a sudden turn for the worse and 
had murmured to the Navy doc- 
tor, “I want to see my baby.” 

The Constitution appealed to the 
Navy, and Capt. S. C. Strong, new 
commanding officer of the Atlanta 
Naval Air Station, secured author- 
ity from the office of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy in Washington 
to send the wife and baby up to 
the Brooklyn Navy hospital via a 
Navy plane. Lt. Cmdr. John 
Topping, assistant public relations 
officer for the Sixth Naval Dis- 
trict, made the arrangements. 

Accompanying the mother and 
baby were Mrs. Morrow’s mother, 
Mrs. Mary J. Jones, of 1337 Me- 
morial drive, S. E., and Navy 
Nurse Lt. Lorraine Rodd, The 
plane’s pilot and copilot were Lt. 
Ray Smith and Lt. W. O. McQuaig. 
The plane will bring them back 
to Atlanta late this afternoon. 

“This ought to be a comfortable 
trip for them—perfect flying 
weather,” commented Lt. Smith as 
he boarded the plane. 

Mrs. Mororw, looking pretty in a 
yellow silk dress, with her brown 
curls swept on top of her head, 
was lifted gently into the plane by 
a strong-armed lieutenant, fol- 
lowed by the nurse with the 
baby, and then Mrs. Jones.

ed prior to enlistment or drafting. 
The exemption applies only to pri- 
vate income not exceeding $14,000, 

It was emphasized that while 
the tax forgiveness for enlisted 
men embraces, on paper, many 
millions, actually it affords only 
scattered relief since most mem- 
bers of the armed forces now owe 
no taxes, anyway. They have a 
$1,500 exemption for their war 
duty in addition to the $500 nor- 
mal exemption granted taxpayers 
for themselves and dependents, if 
‘any.

An account of the executions 
was released recently with infor- 
mation that urns containing the 
ashes of the fliers had arrived by 
plane in Shanghai from Formosa.

Japan Gropes for Democracy 


General Douglas MacArthur, in an- 
nouncing completion of the demobiliza- 
tion of Japan’s once powerful army and 
navy, called upon world public opinion to 
grant to the defeated foe the “much time 
and great patience” which, he declared, 
will bring to the Japanese people that dig- 
nity and freedom of the common man 
which is the essential foundation of de- 
mocracy. 


Never, said General MacArthur, has a 
nation at war been so thoroughly defeated 
as has Japan. The Japanese army, he 
added, was thoroughly defeated before the 
surrender and “nothing could exceed the 
abjectness, humiliation and finality of this 
surrender.” 

ere will be, especially among Ameri- 
cansgeonversant with the Orient, deep sat- 
isfaction in these words of MacArthur. 
The knowledge there is no sk red of mili- 
tary pride, no alibi for defeat, with which 
Japanese militarists can conifort them- 
selves, provides the as 9 mee of all pos- 


sible hopes for lasting peace in the Pacific. 
For the menace of an aggressive, prideful, 
militaristic Japan has gone. And that old 
Japan was the constant threat to peace. 


Furthermore, the complete humiliation 
of the Japanese debacle destroys the spirit 
of the old Japan in that it takes away that 
so important Oriental intangible, “face.” 
In achieving that, it wipes out, effectively, 
the old, undesirable Japan. 


But, as MacArthur points out, the Japa- 
nese people are witnessing, in our armies 
of occupation, free men’s “way of life in 
actual action.” It is on this new insight 
granted the Japanese that rests the hope 
there will, some day, arise a nation which 
shall be worthy of full membership in the 
family of peace-loving peoples and that 
can contribute much to the betterment of 
life and living among all men. 


For realization of that hope, the world 
must grant the time and patience for which 
MacArthur appeals.

Today in Athens will be unveiled a 
memorial bust of the late Steadman V. 
Sanford, for many years chancellor of the 
State University System. 

The ceremony will be held at the west 


entrance to Sanford Stadium where the 
bust will be permanently located.

Complicated Ballot for French Voters 


Tomorrow, Oct. 21, voters of France 
will decide their most important election 
in 70 years. The issue at stake is whether 
France will be governed by a senate and 
chamber of deputies functioning under the 
1875 constitution, or by a provisional as- 
sembly charged to draw up a new consti- 
tution and a new regime. 


Important as this issue is, the manner 
in which it is placed on the ballot forms 
is so complicated and confusing observers 
believe none but a very small minority of 
the voters can understand how they are 
balloting. 


On the reverse side of the ballot are 
eight long articles, of a so-called “law proj- 
ect,” which will govern if a new constitu- 
tion is desired. The eight can only be 
accepted or rejected in bloc, no provision 
being made for separate votes on each 
article, 


Furthermore, two questions in the main 
section of the ballot are so worded that 


the second is only in issue provided the 
vote on the first is “Yes.” 


French politics have long been consid- 
ered among the most confusing in any free, 
democratic country. This is due, chiefly, 
to the large number of parties and the 
slight shades of differences. between some 
of the platforms. 


Now, with so confusing a ballot waiting 


,to bepuzzle the voters’ minds, it will be 


surprising if the outcome of Sunday’s elec- 
tion: is the result of anything save blind 
chance. 


Fortunately, it is unlikely that the out- 
come will, in final analysis, have much 
ultimate effect on French relations with 
other countries. It appears to be predomi- 
nantly a domestic issue and, after the con- 
fusion has cleared away, in due time 
French government will either stabilize 
under the terms of the old 1875 constitu- 
tion or become equally responsible under a 
new regime.

To Tell Our Story 


WASHINGTON.—At his press conference 
Thursday President Harry Truman spoke hope- 
fully about world events. He believes negotia- 


tions now under way will be able to bring some understanding 


out of the present. uncertainty. 

In another interview he said that language differences were 
the chief barrier to understanding. This, of course, is true, es- 
pecially in our dealings with Russia. 

It emphasizes the importance of American participation in 
foreign affairs, particularly in the field of cultural relations. The 
word cultural unfortunately has come to be associated with some- 
thing artificial. We think of it, too often, as being associated 
with the many futile little groups which put on literary hair 
shirts for an hour. each month and study the life of Shakespeare 
or Milton. ‘The word also is associated with the sometimes dreadful 
recitals in voice or culture. 

A harassed husband will say to his friendséat lunch, “Well, I 
have to go to this cursed opera tonight. The little woman thinks 
I ought to be more cultured.” 

And that is a pity, because it colors too much of American 
thinking, and of congressional thinking, when it considers the 
field of American cultural relations with other nations. 

In that field it means, of* course, merely becoming broadly 
acquainted with each other. We aren't a bad gga é are, as 
a matter of fact, rather nice. We are friendly, or want to be 
It is uncertainty and fear which make us unfriendly, when we 
are. And sometimes we are. 


; ; Adolf Hitler was able to make millions of 
Misconceptions Germans believe that all our farmers lived 
in Tobacco Road houses; that all our people who work live in 
slums; that gangsters rule our cities, and so on. He spent many 
millions of dollars on publications showing pictures of our slums, 
our strikes, our lynchings and so on. He published them in well- 
done magazines and papers. And he kept the radio going. 

It would mot be difficult, even in England, to find persons who 
believe that the red Indians aré commonplace in most of our 
cities, still wearing their war paint and feathered headdresses. 

Most peoples of the world think we are all rich. The movies 
are responsible for much of that. our tourists for some. 

When the movie, “Grapes of Wrath,” depicting the story of 
the miserably poor migratory worker family of the Joads, was 
shown in many South American countries and in some of the 
Middle East there was no feeling of sympathy for the Joads; to 
them the Joads were rich. They were riding in an automobile. 

What we all have got to do is to recog- 
Must Know Truth nize that it is important to us, and to 
future generations, that the peoples of the world know about us, 
They need to know about our homes, our farms, our schools, our 
churches, our way of thinking, our books, our newspapers, maga- 
zines, about hot cakes, syrup, baseball, and about legends and 
traditions. 

They need to know the American culture, because the culture 
of a nation is the sum total of all these things. 

Somehow American news associations have got to be able to 
get the communication facilities, nondiscriminatory rates, to get 
news into all the countries of the world and those countries have 
got to get it to us. That job likely will be done sooner than 
we think. 

But also, we have got to let them hear our radios, we have 
got to let them see exhibitions of photographs of our cities, our 
buildings, our farms and factories. We ought to be able to show 
occasional educational movies. 

There are too many persons who think of us as a great wealthy, 
selfish colossus clutching to our breasts all the gold and most of the 
world’s wealth. 

It is important, but we won't get the job really done until 
American public opinion lets congress and the newspapers and 
magazines and radio know they want it done.

Labor's Argument 
For Higher Wages 


It appears an economic axiom that higher 
costs of production of any commodity necessi- 
tates higher prices when said commodity is pur- 

chased by the ultimate consumer. Hence fear that sharp jumps 
in labor costs will only mean sharp price hikes for the goods labor 
creates. Which spells currency inflation. And, for us betwixt and 
between guys, with salaries, that spells economic woe. 

However there is an axiom of logic which tells us there are 
two sides to every argument. Hence it has always been interesting 
to study, even though superficially, the arguments on both sides 
of any question. So, with all these strikes in progress, with or- 
ganized labor demanding a 30 per cent increase in wages and 
industry retorting that-means a big jump in prices, a pamphlet, 
put out by UAW-<CIO and prepared by Walter P. Reuther, vice 
president of that organization, was welcomed at this desk. It is 
titled, “How To Raise Wages Without Increasing Prices.” 


: Comparing the year 1943 with the average 
Wartime Profits of the prewar years, 1936-39, the pamphlet 
reveals that 92 per cent of 1,901 of the large corporations made 
greater profits in 1943 than before the war. Fifteen per cent of 
them showed more than ten times the profit of old. 

This, says Mr. Reuther, is primarily due to the full production 
schedules of operation compelled by war necessity, He argues, 
therefore, that capacity. operation reduces unit-production costs, 
thus increasing profits. 

The next step in his argument for higher wages is that workers 
are, largely, the consumers, That with more money in their pay 
envelopes they can purchase more goods. That this increased 
market for the manufacturers’ output necessitates the desirable 
full production schedule which, he says, in turn means the manu- 
facturers can still make a reasonable, even handsome, profit with- 
out raising prices. 

He argues that, even if corporate profits were reduced, because 
of wage increases, to the prewar level, industry still could not 


complain. 

’ ee san. Industry, says Reuther, is well-cush- 
Industry S Cushion ioned against lack of profits during 
reconversion, from various sources, 

In the first place, he says because of the high wartime profits, 
corporations now hold 20 billions of cash and securities as reserves, 
in excess of their 1939 net working capital. 

Secondly, corporations are due to receive a refund of 10 per 
cent on all excess profits taxes paid int6 the U. S. Treasury during 
the war. This totals three billion dollars. 

Thirdly, he says corporations can claim further cash refunds 
from the Treasury during two years of reconversion if their 
profits fall below prewar normal or if they incur losses, This pro- 
vides a total of 27 billions, according to the pamphlet. 

So, he shows, industry has a “cushion” against reconversion 
loss of, or reduction in, profits of 50 billions. 

This summary is, admittedly, but scanty. Space prohibits more 
extensive presentation.

Lack of Preparation 
Has Caused Our Wars 


WASHINGTON.—In urging a system of unl- 
versal military training for the maintenance of 
our defenses against the possibility of future 

wars, General George Marshall, Army chief of staff, has cited a 
lesson of history that should appeal strongly to the intelligence of 
the American people. ; 

It is that the various wars we have been drawn into since becom- 
ing a great nation have been due almost entirely to the lack of 
preparations in this country. 

Other nations have dared to involve us in wars because of our 
weakened defense at the time. That was certainly true of 
World War I and World War II, from which we have just emerged. 
They were costly wars. : 

General Marshall, in his recent report to the Secretary of War, 
was speaking of the failure of the first congress to adopt recom- 
mendations made by George Washington for a system of national 
defense to be followed over the years. 

“It appears probable,” he said, “that had the bill been approved 
by congress, the United States might have avoided much of the 
war making that has filled its brief history. The impressment of 
American seamen would not have been regarded as a h 
pastime in the early 1800's, nor would the kaiser have been so 
easily disposed to avenge the death of the Archduke Franz Ferdi- 
nand in 1914 with a world war, nor Adolph Hitler have been quite 
so quick to break the peace, -if over these years the United States 
had been recognized by the warmongers as a nation immediately 


to be reckoned with.”

“We had no field army,” he said. “There were the bare skele 
tons of three and one-half divisions scattered in small pieces over 
the entire United States ... the Air Forces consisted of a few par 
tially equipped squadrons . . . their planes were largely obsoles- 
cent and could hardly have survived a single day of modern aerial 
combat. We lacked arms and equipment.” 

To make matters even worse, “some collegians had been inform- 
ing the world and evidently convincing the Japanese that the young 
men of America would refuse to fight in defense of their satay 

And so it was that the Germans and the Japanese were dis- 
dainful of our latent power. We did not have a military establish- 
ment that offered any threat to them; hence they were willing to 
involve us in war, thinking they could win a victory before we 
could marshal our forces. 

No one can doubt for a moment that the Japs, for example, 
would never have dared to attack us if our defenses at the time 
of Pearl Harbor had been anywhere in keeping with our position 
as one of the great nations of the world. 

Hitler, too, would have been restrained by the same considera- 
tions. It is only reasonable to suppose that he would have leaned 
over backward to avoid drawing us into the conflict, if he had 
thought for a moment that we would prove,-as we did, the balance 
of power—the arsenal that was to prove his undoing. .

We will end up the recent conflict 
with a deficit of some $250,000,000,000, perhaps even more. 

Our failure to maintain proper defenses placed us in the same 
plight as a man who refused to carry adequate insurance on a house 
that burned down. If we had taken out insurance over the years 
in the form of universal] military’ training that George Wash 
urged upon the nation in the beginning, we might conceivably, as 
Gen. Marshall says, have been spared most of the costly wars that 
have filled our history. 

That, it seems, offers the strongest sort of argument in behalf 
of the system now being urged upon us by our military com- 
mander 

But the argument is even more forceful in the light of the new 
concept warfare that has been introduced by the atomic bomb. 
In the next war we will not be given time to prepare as we were 
in the last two. Unless we have our defenses ready we may be 
knocked out without an opportunity to defend ourselves. 

General Marshall by citing the lessons of history has sounded a 

warning that thinking people of the country cannot afford to ignore.
